(CAESAREA Is not only a mi- 

4 crocosm of the wavea of his- 
tory that have swept this ancient 
land of ours, it is also a con- 
centrated lesson in how grandiose 
development schemes in modern 
Israel fall short of their ori- 
ginal vision, 

Caesarea was once spoken of 
as “a resort of distinction" and 
mentioned in the same category 
as some of the more exclusive 
French and Italian riviera re- 
sorts, Visions of millionaires’ 
yoru tying up at the old Roman 

arbour remained visionary. The 
Caesarea hotel onco envlaaged by 
the Rothschilds as the Juxur' 
hotel of Israel never quite made 
tt. Although for the past few 
years in the capable hands 
of Mrs. Nicole Tal, of the Israel 
branch of the Club Mediterranec, 
it 1s rumoured it may be gold in 
a year or two to the Dan hotel 
chain. 

The Rothschilds wished to im- 
press their own famous style and 
quality at least on’ a small part 
of this country.
